COLUMBUS, 0.—A half 
century ago a boy whose 
father's b u s in e s s had 
been swept away by the 
panic of 1873 sold news- 
papers on the streets of 
Titusville, Pa. 


A little later this boy 


put himself through high 
school by working after 
'hours in a grocery store. 
Next, he worked his way through 


Princeton. He got $150 a year from 
home and worked as a laborer .on 
farms and in lumber camps during va- 
cations. 


After graduation he took a job as 


bookkeeper—and got fired. Unable to 
find work elsewhere, he became a la- 
borer in the Pennsylvania oil fields. 


Then, when he was 26, came the 


great Alaskan gold rush of 1898. With 


pack of beans and bacon on his 


back, he trudged through Chilkoot 
Pass when it was 40 degrees below 
zero, stayed two years in the north, 
made his1 stake and came home. He 
settled down in Marietta, Ohio. 


With his savings, he entered the oil 


business and prospered. Then 
he 


branched out into law and politics. 
He was elected to Congress for sev- 
eral terms and two years ago ho was 
elected governor of Ohio. 


Now his state is offering him for 


president and he enters the Demo- 
cratic National Convention at Chicago 
with Ohio's 52 votes pledged to his 
support.

Enlarged Assouan Dam Reclaims Millions of Arid Egypt Acres 
Air Picnics

CAIRO, Egypt—By means of a con- 


structional development 
which will 


rival the immensity of monuments 
and pyramids of ancient Pharaohs, 
nodcrn Egypt hopes to dam up the 
Nil'- river, backbone of agriculture 
n this country, and increase the fer- 
tility of the 6,500,000 acres of Egyptian 
land now under cultivation. 


The largest unit in the modern ir- 


rigation project is the Assouan dam on 
the upper Nile. This dam, constructed 
in the early part of the 12th century, 
will be heightened 29Mi feet, and its 
retaining walls 
will hold back for 


irrigation purposes 5,000,000,000 cubic 
meters of water. 


In connection with this project is 


the construction in the near future of 
a reservoir near Gcbel Aulia. on the 
White Nile, which will have a capac- 
ity of 2,200,000,000 
cubic meters of 


water.

The storage capacity of the dam was 
increased and 110,000 acres of desert 
land in middle Egypt 
were added 


when the dam was gain heightened by 
more than 16 feet from 1907 to 1912.

A* a student at Princeton, White 


studied under Wood row Wilson and, 
in 1895, joined with his classmates In 
voting Wilson the university's most 
popular professor. 


"But It wasn't Wilson who made a 


Democrat of me," the governor says. 
1 think I turned Democrat because of 
the tariff Issue when I was a student 
In political economy under Professor 
Daniels." 


Leaving Princeton, 
White drifted 


from a bookkeeper's job to that of a 
laborer in the Pennsylvania oilfields 
and then joined the gold rush to 
Alaska Where wealth beckoned and 
danger lurked. 


With E. E. Andrews, a friend, he 


landed at a little port near Skagway 
In January, 1898, and joined thjj wild 
race for the interior. Their course led 
over the dread Chilkoot Pass, with its 
snow and Ice and bitter cold, where 
hundreds died and thousands turned 
back. But White and Andrews, each 
with 50 pounds of bacon and beans 
on his back, pushed on. 


The Latin and Greek I had studied 


at Princeton didn't help me much 
there," Governor White smiled, as he 
told of this adventure. 


"Every man thought he had a gold 


mine wailing for him. So it was ev- 
ery man for himself. You couldn't 
hire anybody to carry provisions for 
you, because every man was carrying 
his own supplies." 


In Che Gold Country 


White and Andrews finally reached 


the gold country. They failed to 
strike gold, so they went into the 
wood business. They hired men in 
need of a grubstake to cut the fir and 
pine for ?3 a cord. Then they rafted 
the wood down to Dawson and sold it 
for $40 a cord to dance • halls and 
gambling houses. 


With the money earned in the wood 


business, White and Andrews went 
back to- gold hunting. They bought 
a claim. 


"Soon as we began to make money 


we hired six men at ?1 an hour to 
help u^," White relates. ,'"By tr.Js 
time, 80 per cent of the men were out 
of money and working for the other 
20 per cent. We had a doctor and two 
lawyers working on the 'end of shovelp 
for us." * 
' 


In two years, White made a com- 


fortable stake, sold out ot the Gug- 
gcnheims and returned to the states. 


Boyhood Sweetheart 


One of the first things he did was 


to go to Titusville and marry his boy- 
hood sweetheart, Miss Charlotte Mc- 
Kelvey. They moved to Ohio wliere 
White started out in his career as a 
"quart can" oil producer, to use his 
own words. 


His oil interests soon spread from 


Ohio to Pennsylvania and even to Ok- 
lahoma, and he made money. Then 
he branched into law and politics and 
was qlecjted to the legislature in 1905. 
Three years later he was a candidate 
for congress, but was defeated. 
In 


1910, ho ran again and was elected. He 
was re-elected to congress in 1912 and 
1914. 


When former Governor James M. 


Cox of Ohio was nominated for the 
presidency in 1920, White was named 
chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee to manage the cnmpagin. 


In 1928, White sought the Democratic 


nomination for the United States Sen- 
ate and was defeated. That defeat 
was generally interpreted as ending 
his political career. 


Stages Comeback 


In 1930, however, ho staged a come- 


back and was elected governor. There 
was nothing sensational 
about 
his 


campaign. It was based largely on 
criticism of the policies of his Repub- 
lican predecessor, who was running 
for re-election, and a denunciation of 
the idea that government can make 
men prosperous. 


Since the death of Mrs. White in 


1U2U, Governor White's eldest daugh- 
ter, Mjss Mary White, has been his 
hostess. She serves in this capacity 
at the Executive Mansion here and 
will so serve at the White House, as 
the nation's "First Lady," if her fath- 
er should be elected president. 


There arc four othar children, three 


sons and a daughter. The engage- 
ment of the latter, Mist; Charlotte 
White, was announced just recently.

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Pretty lucky, for Uncle Sam, that 


Bert Nelson of Butler University de- 
cided to go consistent this Olympic 
year. It may mean quite a lot to the 
United States when high jump points 
are totaled this summer at Los An- 
geles, 


Nelson today is probably the best 


collegiate high jumper in the country, 
His coach, Herman Phillips, who plac- 
ed in the 1928 Olympic 400-meter dash 
—believes he may clear 6 feet 10 inches 
before the summer end's. He's only 
about two inches shy of that height 
at this stage. 


Nelson began a high jumping career 


his senior high school year, placing 
second in the Illinois interscholastic 
meet with a leap of 6 feet 2 inches. 
As a freshman at Butler in 1928-29, he 
took the national junior championship 
at 6 feet 4 7-8 inches. Then began a 
series of erratic performances as a 
member of the Butler carsity team. 


In his first collegiate competition, 


Nelson set what was then a world 
indoor record, a leap of 6 feet 6 3-4 
inches. He defeated Bob King, 1928 
Olympic winner, that same 
season. 


But he also was defeated frequently, 
often losing at heights only an inch 


or two above six feet. 


This year his coach started to re- 


form him, Phillips advised a run at 
the standards almost twice the length 
he had been using. Alomst immediate- 
ly, Nelson showed improvement. His 
recprds this year, in their chronologi- 
cal order, have been 6- feet 2 3-4 at 
the Kansas Relays, a tie for first; 6 
feet 3 3-4 inches at the Drake Relays, 
first; 6 feet 6Vt inches at Indiana little 
state meet, first; 6 'feet 4 3-4 inches in 
Missouri Valley games, first; 6 feet 
7 3-8 inches in Indiana big state con- 
tests, first; and 6 feet 7 7-8 inches in 
Central Intercollegiates, first, setting 
a new American collegiate mark. 


Nelson is the one man successfully 


using his unorthodox jumping form. 
Coach Phillips calls it an outside 
jump—and mabye that's right. 
Any- 


way, Nelson, approaches the bar from 
directly in front. He starts as a scis- 
sors jumper would, jumping from the 
front and taknig off with his left foot. 
As his right foot, the one he kicks 
up, goes over the bar,,he leans back- 
ward and faces upward. He then rolls 
to his right, dragging his left leg over 
as he falls. It's a simple trick, if you 
know how to do it. Nelson knows 
how.

Each asphalt seal is provided with 


pipes so that at any future time the 
seal may be tightened up with steam.

when the reservoir is full.

Radio fans following,the 


Sharkey fight in Hope and Hempstead 
county Tuesday night were amazed 
and shocked at the conclusion of 15 
rounds to hear the announcer say that 
by n split decision .of one judge and 
the referee the world's championship 
had been taken away from the Ger- 
man Max Schmellng and given to the 
Slovak Jack Sharkey. 


The boos of the Long Island crowd 


of 70,000 persons echoed over the radio 
tor fully five minutes after the an- 
nouncement. 


Schmeling, the aggressor all the way, 


seemed to radio fans to have won 
seven or eight rounds, with Sharkey 
two or three, and the rest even. 
Morning newspapers Wednesday • bore 
out- this impression, ringside scorers 
giving Schmeling nine of the fifteen 
rounds. 


Sharkey showed a brief flash in;the. 


fifth, but after the tenth Re was in 
some distress, with one eye virtually 
closed, and absorbing a steady drum- 
fire of punches as the German walked 
into-him. 


Schmeling Improves 


Schmeling fought 
a 
carbon-copy 


of • his fight against Stribllng, but, 
showed 
even greater improvement 


since then than he showed between 
the first fight with Sharkey and the 
encounter wiUi Stribling. 


On the other hand, Sharkey put up 


the cleanest exhibition of his career. 
Once he struck low in . the sixth 
round—and the crowd booed him, ex- 
pecting another of thtae freak fights 
which Sharkey Usually terminates 
with a foul about the fifth, sixth or, 
seventh 
rounds. But 
the German 


proved not to be hurt, and both 
tiphters came out smiling. 


Fans were outraged over the decis- 


ion .especially in view of newspaper 
prophecies the last week that there 
would be a slim attendance, which 
gave rise to the suspicion that the pro- 
moters, or Sharkey's handlers, or pos- 
sibly Schmeling's managers also, had 
sold out to the gamblers' and corrupt- 
ed the referee and the judges. 


Gunboat Smith, retired heavyweight 


and sometime- motion picture actor, 
was- the referee, He and one of the 
judges, George Kelly, voted for Shar- 
key. The other judge, Charles Mothi- 
son. cast his vote for Schmeling. 


The fight was braodcast by NBC, 


with Graham McNamee and Charles 
Francis (Socko) Coe, Saturday Bvenr 
ing Post noveUttt alternating at the 
announcer's job, each taking every 
three rounds.
